researcher says. 
Prof. Tokuya Harada of the 
University of Osaka said that 
under 
controlled 
conditions,: 
such microorganisms as yeasts 
and 
molds can 
produce pro i 
teins, enzymes, vitamins, nucle 
lc acids and other keys to a 
balanced diet. He suggests har­ 
nessing the germs as a step to 
ward solving the world 
food 
crisis. 
Writing in Impact, the sci 
ence 
quarterly 
of 
the 
U.N.i 
Flducational, Scientific and Cul­ 
tural 
Organization, 
the Japa 
nese microbiologist said yeasts 
need only 18 to 120 minutes for 
a cell division in protein pro 
duction and molds need two to 
48 hours But plants need one to 
two weeks, chickens two to four 
weeks and cattle one to two 
months. 
F'ood factories using micro 
organisms would also be much 
more compact than farms. The 
chemical processes would take 
place in fermentation vats un­ 
der 
controlled 
temperatures, 
and could be 
independent of 
land and climate. 
Artificial flavoring and color­ 
ing would make the germ pro ! 
duced 
food 
appealing 
to hu­ 
mans. 
Harada said that when bac­ 
teria is fed on natural gas. cul­ 
tures are formed that contain 
nearly half as much protein as 
the amount of gas consumed in 
the process.

Treasury Secretary William Simon 


says the United States must return to 


“ the old time religion” in economics 


and apply the concept that budgets 


should be balanced. 


There 
are 
assorted 
theories 
that 


deficit spending does no harm, but in 
the face of our high inflation rate it 
appears that Mr. Simon has hit the nail 


on the head. 
Most Americans have never really 
abandoned the principle that they must 
live within their means. When they 
borrow they must do so with the antici­ 
pation that it will have to be paid back. 
However, a generation of economists 
has been assuring us that the old reli­ 
gion of financial prudence does not 
apply where the federal government 
is concerned. We are constantly told 
not to worry about the long series of 
red-ink budgets which have increased 


our national debt. 
The cumulative federal deficit for the 
last five years exceeds $100 billion, 
nearly one fourth of the total debt. This 
is the same five-year period which has 
seen the inflation problem go from bad 
to worse in spite of assurances that 
the 
deficits 
were 
non*inflationary. 


Arthur Burns, the chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, is warning that 
we cannot expect prices to stabilize as 
long as the 
nation's money supply 
continues to receive these annual in­ 
fusions of borrowed federal capital. 
President Nixon's new chief economic 
advisor, Kenneth Rush, has disclosed 
that the administration sees a possi­ 
bility of cutting $5 billion out of the next 
federal budget with a 
minimum of 
compromise in the goals of federal 
programs. This would reduce the pros­ 
pective budget deficit for 1974-75 from 
$11 billion to $6 billion. This is certainly 
a move in the right direction. 
But it is essential that a budget fully 
in balance be given statu« of a desirable 
goal at the very least. It was not the 
necessity of borrowing that gave us an 
astronomical public debt. It was the 
habit of borrowing and using convenient 
rationalizations to obscure the conse­ 
quences. 
The old-time preachers warned of 
fire and brimstone awaiting transgres­ 


sors. We do not have to use our imag­ 
ination to feel the heat of high prices 
and cheapened currency which chronic 
government deficits are bringing to 
our country.

Then it seems they hauled off the loot— 
scores of rifles and grenades, grenade 
launchers, machine guns, ammunition, 
gas masks—in a waiting truck. 
All this suggests that the burglary 
was an operation carried out by a

group. 
It 
naturally 
comes to mind that a terrorist organi­ 
zation such as the Symbionese Liber­ 


ation Army might be responsible. That 


brings one back to Sergeant Williams’ 


remark about the«e weapons falling 


into the wrong hands. 


Apparently such a possibility has 


been foreseen. We are told that a silent 


alarm system was being installed in 
the Compton armory as part of a 
nationwide National Guard undertaking 
for arms vault security. But the alarm 
system was not in operation, and ap­ 
parently is not at almost 1.000 other

Guard 
vaults 
around

country. 
The question is: Why. in light of ter­ 
rorist activities and evidence of mili­ 
tary arms caches, hasn't a military 
guard been placed on these armories? 
To ask it is Monday morning quarter- 
backing. no doubt, but it must be asked 
all the same. Some cost would be in­ 
volved. However, the military is not 
known for shrinking from expenditures. 
The armories should promptlv be put 
under 'round-the-clock guard. The last 
thing America needs is a clutch of

"This is good news, with the

iket investigator of the depart­ 
ment. 
During the first week of May, 
the department said one-third 
i of the state's apple crop might 
[be lost because of the frost. 
Now. 
the department savs,

proved the crop instead of hurt­ 
ling it. 
Last 
year, 
Massachusetts 
[farmers harvested 1 8 million 
[bushe ls of apples, and Cassidy 
predicted that this fall, the crop 
may total two million bushels. 
Elsewhere in New England, 
officials 
reported 
that 
crops 
would probably be about aver­ 
age or a little below. 
" I t doesn’t take too many 
apple blossoms on a tree to 
make a 
fine crop." 
Cassidy
